BERLIN, March 2.—Emperor William, 
having been fully advised as to the attitude 
of President Roosevelt in regard to the al- 
jeged refusal of his majesty to receive Dr. 
David Jayne Hill as ambassador to Germany 
im succession to Charlemagne Tower, has re- 
ealied all the expressions of disapproval! he 
recently sent to Washington and would be 
pleased to receive Dr. Hill as ambassador. 

The emperor bas caused this view to be 
eemmunicated to President Roosevelt. 

The German office has made the following 
@Midial declaration on the subject: 

“The notices which have appeared hith- 
erto in the foreign press in regard to the 
Hii affair have origineted in the erroneous 
impression that it was intended in Berlin to 
peeall the approval given here last autumn 
te Mr. Hill's appointment. This has never 
peso thought of. |

pemoved, so that nothing stands in the way 
of Mr. Hill's nomination to the Berlin em- 
basey, and he will be welcome in Berlin 
pow, as he would have been before, or as any 
ether unobjectionable representative would 
be who should be named by President Roose- 
walt.

_ Sternburg Urges Early Peace. 

_ Baron von Sternburg, the German ambas- 
sador at Washington, has during the last 
forty-eight hours been in the closest touch 
with the foreign office and has cabled fully 
concerning the matter. He described the 
peed of speedy arrangement of the affair 
and President Roosevelt's difficulties in 
meeting the emperor's inclination, and fur- 
thermore the unpleasant effect the whole 
controversy wes having upon American pub- 
lie opinion. 

The German foreign office, since yesterday 
Morning, has sent a number of lengthy dis- 
patches to the emperor at Venice, through 
Baron Jenisch, the representative of the 
foreign office, who is with the emperor. 

The aim of the German foreign office is to 
close the incident in a manner satisfactory 
to the president and the people of the United 
States.

TRIP BY TROLLEY 
JARS CONFIDENCE 


Maps Show Lines That Don’t 
Exist, Says “The Tribune” 
Traveler the First 
Day Out. 


REACHES INDIANAPOLIS. 


Covers the Gap Between Kanka- 
kee and Lafayette on a Steam 
Road; More Breakers 
Ahead.

MMiianapolis, Ind., March 29.—{@pecial.}— 
In endeavoring to go from Chicago to New 
York by troMey, I changed my route at almost 
the last minute. Blame the trolley maps. A 
trolley map is a dream, a vision, a figment of 
theimagination. The men who make them are 
not realists. They decide where there ought 
to be trolley lines, and then they put them 
there. 

You can go anywhere you wish ona trolley 
map. I figured out a real nice way of reach- 
ing Indianapolis and another real nice way 
of reaching Fort Wayne, the route beyond 
either of these places being clear sailing. 

When I applied to headquarters, however, 
I was informed that my maps were made 
by men of brilliant imagination. 


Where the Maps Are Wrong. 

There is no tine in operation between In- 
Gianapolis and Michigan City. The map 
— one, but the map, to put it mildly, 

en. 

Indiana Harbor is the farthest east point 
that can be reached by trolley without a 
break. Also, the line that the map shows 
between Laporte and New Carlisle is as yet 
merely under construction. Likewise the 
line the map shows between Warsaw and 
Peru is yet to be built. 

So there are three gaps: in this route, 
whether one tries to reach Indianapolis or 
Fort Wayne. 

Then turning to the Michigan route, there 
are also three gaps where the map shows 
but one. From Kalamazoo east it is easy, 
but the trouble is to get to Kalamazoo. 

The Illinois route that trolley man 
figured out for me shows two bad gaps and 
would necessitate going some distance south- 
west before turning east. And the trolley 
maps that you can bity also show how you 
can get from Columbus to Cleveland, but 
the maps that the trolley men prepare for 
their private information show that there 
is not even a zigzag route between the two 
points. 

My trolley map does not show the route 
that I have finally taken. It is an Lilinois 
route, but not the one first suggested. It 
was not until I was nearly ready to start 
that I learned of the existence of a line to 
Kankakee that offered «a route to In- 
dianapolis with only one gap in it. 

Géttitig Out of Chicago. 

From Indianapolis on it promised to be 
reasonably easy, but the trouble was to get 
to Indianapolis. As a matter of fact, the 
two biggest problems of the trip are getting 
out of Chicago and getting Into New York. 
The former proved to be an impossibilKy, so 
far as sticking exclusively to the trolley is 
concerned, and at this distance it looks as if 
the latter could be solved only Dy going east 
into Massachusetts from Albany and then 
doubling back. 

However, I shall tackle that problem when 
I get to it. I have troubles enough now with- 
out looking too far ahead. 

I started from Clark and Washington 
streets a little before 6 o’clock this morning. 
The photographer did not like the hour well 
and neither did I. He said that whengver he 
had to get up as early as 5 o'clock he was 
always uncertain whether it was yesterday 
or tomorrow. I teld him it was, and we let 
it go at that. 


Trolley Crews Obliging. 

The trolley crews all along the line were 
deeply interested as soon as they learned 
what I was trying to do. They were ready 
to get off the car and pose whenever I un- 
strapped my own little camera, and they 
fairly jumped from the center of the stage 
when the photographer aimed his machine at 
the car. 

Next to posing they appéared to derive the 
greatest satisfaction from giving me ad- 
vice. I learned from the advice received 
that aside from their own lIfitie runs they 
know just about as much about the trolley 
possibilities as the map makers do, and that 
is nothing. 

If I had heeded the first essential part of 
the advice I received I would now be travel- 
ing to New York in sections, and the sections 
would be as widely separated as Kalamazoo 
apd Louisville. 


Off for Kankakee. 

However, I am planning my own route. 
I got away a little before 6 o’clock. I took 
a Halsted street car of the Chicago City rail- 
way to Seventy-ninth street, making con- 
nections there with a Chicago and Southera 
Traction car for Kankakee. I was fortunate. 
too, for I got one of the new cars. They are 
breaking them in by using them on the Sur- 
day runs. I was told it is intended to have 
them regularly ip the service soon, when the 
time of the run will be cut down materially. 

The schedule now from Seventy-nint» 
street to Kankakee is three hours and seven 
minutes, and I was landed at the terminal 
virtually on the minute. 8b far as my expe- 
rience goes, the steam railroads might take 
a lesson from the trolleye in the matter of 
keeping the schedule. : 

At Kankakee! had to take a steam railroad 
to Lafayette, which, I hope and expect, 
represents the only gap between Chicago 
and New York state. There was a wait of 
an hour and a half at Lafayette, and it was 
a tiresome wait. 


“Nothing Doing” on Sundays. 

You might just as well keep going Sun- 
days in either Illinois or Indiana, there is 
nothing to hold you. The oldest inhabitant 
in two or three of the towns informed me 
that there wes “nothing doing” Sundays 
any more, but I noticed a number of family 
parties on trolley trips. 

So I am not ready to agree with him. 
There seems to be a good deal doing in the 
line of family rather than exclusively mae- 
culine enjoyment. 

From Lafayette it was exclusively trolley 
to Indianapolis. Tomorrow I start in the 
direction of Toledo or Cleveland. I may 
make either by way of Dayton or Fort 
Wayne, or I may not get &o far. 

There is nothing so uncertain as a trolley 
trip. Just to show the progress the trolley 
is making, it may be well to say that the 
Chicago and Southern Traction company al- 
ready has planned to cover the one gap, Kan- 
kakee to Lafayette, that I have so far found,

Robber Slays Wells-Fargo Em- 
ploye Near Newton, Kas. 


STEALS MONEY AND JEWELS, 


Hatchet the Weapon in a Santa Fe 
Train Tragedy. 


Newton, Kas., March 20.—[Specia!.]—Slain 
by a robber, who stole at least $1,000 and 
valuable jewelry, the body of O. A. Bailey, a 
messenger, was found in the Wella-Fargo 
express car of a south bound Santa Fé train 
when it pulled into Newton at 8:55 o'clock 
this morning. 

Posses are scouring the country for the 
robber and slayer and arrests have been 
made in Newton and Wichita. Railroad and 
express officials are of the opinion that the 
messenger was killed with a hatchet by one 
man. A bloodstained hatchet was found on 
the Santa Fé right of way near Peabody 
tonight. 

Theories of the Crime. 

The authorities have a theory that Bailey 
permitted some man, whom he considered a 
friend, to ride with him and that this per- 
son committed the crime while Bailey, as 
was his custom, slept. Another theory is 
that the robber entered the car unobserved 
at Emporia, Strong City, or sore other point 
along the line and concealed himself until 
a favorable opportunity to commit the rob- 
bery occurred. 

The train left Strong City at 2:85 this 
morning, running to Newton, the division 
point, where a‘south and west train was 
made up. Florence, Kas., is the first stop 
out of Strong City at which mall is thrown 
off. The mail was put off at that place as 
usual. 

Repeated knockings on the car at Newton 
failed to arouse the agent and the night 
agent entered the open door. He found the 
messenger lying at the south end of the car. 


Messenger Srutaliy Slain. 

The back of the skull was crushed and the 
end of the car in which it was lying was 
spattered with blood. The blood spatters 
reached to the ceiling. There was no evi- 
dence of any struggle. Bailey was last seen 
alive at Strong City. At Peabody some one 
opened the car door just enough to throw out 
a package of waybills and then closed it 
quickly. 

The custom of the messenger has been to go 
to sleep soon after leaving Florence, and it is 
probable that he did this last night. After 
being struck while sleeping and rendered 
unconscious, his body rolled to the floor and 
the robber covered it with the dead man’s 
coat. 

From the dead man’s. pockets keys were 
removed and the safes ransacked. Then the 
keys were put back into Bailey's overcoat, 
the coat folded and put in his grip, where it 
was found later. 


Two Men Jump from Train. 

When the train slowed down at the Mis- 
souri Pacific crossing in the east part of 
Newton, two men were seen by the engineer 
to jump from the train and run south. 

It is believed these men were the robbers 
and that they made a detour around the 
business part of town to the west yards of 
the ta Fé, where they may have boarded 
Santa Fé train No, 17, which left the depot 
twenty minutes after No. 115 arrived. 

Three suspicious characters were taken off 
the blind baggage of this train when it 
reached Wichita and are being held for in- 
vestigation. 

A reward of $1,000 has been offered by the 
Wells-Fargo Express company for the ap- 
prehension of the guilty parties. 

Of the twenty persons arrested in Wichita 
all have been released except nine, who 
must undergo mage sweating. The police 
attach much importance to the arrest of a 
tramp telegrapher, who reached here this 


morning on the south division of the robbed 
train. Everett claims to live in Peabody.

FEDERAL SLEUTHS BAFFLED. 


“King of Mail Order Swindlers” Closes 
American Gas Fixture Offices and 
Flees with$40,000.

F. Robinson, better known as ‘‘ Peanuts,” 
and described by Head Postoffice Inspector 
Walter 8S. Meyer as “ the king of mail order 
swindlers,”’ cannot be found. 

If he continues to escape arrest he will 
find life easy, for a conservative estimate 
of his profits in his latest venture is $40,000. 

Coincidentally with the departure of ** Pea- 
nuts ’”’ an ominous silence has fallen on the 
offices of the American Gas Fixture com- 
pany, late of Pearl street, of which Robin- 
sOn is said to have been the ving spirit, 
and it is not Impossible that*the luxurious 
offices of Henry N. Roache at Fifth avenue 
and Thirty-fifth street will be vacated. 

Mr. Roache, who has been warning credu- 
love investors against “fake’’. concerns 
through a paper called Financial Facts, 
which is not registered as second class mat- 
ter, has at the same time acted as “ finan~- 
cial agent *’ for the Gas Fixture company. 

The string of Robinson’s victims extends 
all the way from Maine to Texas. Just how 
much of the proceeds “ Peanuts’’ took 
away with him only he and his “ pals ” know. 


ITALIAN FOUND WOUNDED 
NEAR HOME ON CLARK STREET. 
Harrison Street Police Believe Frank 


Sestito Was Assaulted by Men Who 
Thought He Was Another Person. 


Frank Sestito, an Italian, was found dan- 
gerously wounded in the street in front of 
his home, 401 Clark street, at 1 o’clock,this 
morning. It is believed by the police of the 
Harrison street station that he was mistaken 
for some one else by his assailants. 

\As Detectives McGuirk and Powers ap- 
proached where the wounded man was lying 
two men who had been standing nearby ran 
south. They were overtaken by the detect- 
ives. Sestito identified one of them, who 
gave the name of Samuel Belzettio, and ac- 
cused him of the shooting. The second man 
gave the name of James Carrino. 

Sestito was shot in the mouth, the bulMet 
going upward-toward the brain. He was 
taken to the county hospital. 


GIVES BABY ACID BY MISTAKE. 


Mother, Awakened by Child’s Cough, 
Picks Deadly Fluid from Medi- 
cine Chest in Dark. 


Muldred Herdtke, 506 Melrose street. is 
dead at her home from a dose of carbolic 
acid which her mother gave het, believing 
it was cough medicine, 

Early yesterday morning Mrs. Herdtke was 
awakened by the coughing of her child, who 
was 2 years old. She went to a medicine 
chest, but by mistake got a bottle containing 
83 1-3 per cent carbolic acid. 

The child a few minutes later became 
violently ill, and Dr. H. F. Bruning was sum- 
moned. The child died a few minutes after 
Dr. Bruning arrived. 

Mrs. Herdtke was griefstricken when she 
learned of her fatal error. 

The coroner will hold an inquest this 


morning.

AUTOS 0 CARRY BABIBS’ MILK 


Dealers Make Plans for Quick De- 
livery in Event of Strike. 


DRIVERS DEMAND $5 RAISE. 


—_ 


Teamsters’ Joint Council Will Be 
Asked to Indorse Fight. 


Automobiles may be pressed into service as 
strike breakers in the event of a walkout of 
the milk wagon drivers. Milk dealers yester- 
day began preparations to utilize machines 
for delivering milk during a possible tieup of 
their wagon delivery. 

This announcement is expected to be re- 
assuring to mothers of infants and te inva- 
lids requiring a certified lacteal diet. Should 
a strike occur autos at first will be lHmited 
to the delivery of certified milk. Later on, 
should the plan prove a success, delivery cars 
will be put on the regular routes all over the 
city. 

‘We shall see to it that our certified mi'k 
customers do not suffer from the want of 
milk,’’ said Ira J. Mix, a south side dealer, 
who originated the automobile plan. ‘* We 
have nearly 600 certified milk customers and 
we shall deliver their milk in automobiles.” 


Expects Autos on All Routes. 

Mr. Mix said the regular milk depots will 
be kept open and at first the customers will: 
have to go to the depots for their milk. He 
intimated it wouldn't be long, however, be- 
fore automobiles would be in service on the 
routes. He declared he would drive a truck 
and bring the milk from the stations to his 
depot if the men go on strike. 

“T used to drive a truck and I haven't 
forgotten how,” said he. “There will be 
no milk famine.” 

Two other dealers who sell certified milk 
are Lucien Haller and the Bowman Dairy 
company. All of them will use automobiles 
for delivering certified milk for the babies 
and invalids. 

Poetal cards notifying their customers 
how to get milk in the event of a strike 
were sent out during the day by the dealers, 

“There will be plenty of milk and witha 
little patience on your part we will see that 
it is delivered,” the cards stated. 


Drivers Ask Indorsement. 

Indorsement of the strike voted by the milk 
wagon drivers’ union wili be sought tomor- 
row evening at a meeting of the teamsters’ 
joint council. Before a legal walkout can 
occur, however, the drivers must obtain the 
sanction of the execuiive council of the In- 
ternational Brotherhoud of Teamsters at In- 
dianapolis. 

There is little doubt that the indorsements 
will be granted, but these ‘technicalities will 
postpone the actual walkout several days 
after April 1. 

The situation haw resolved itself into a 
deadlock. The drivers are insistent in their 
demand for an increase of $5 a weck over 
the seale which expires tomorrow night. 
The members of the dealers’ association are 
equally ‘firm in refusing further concessions. 
Apparently a compromise is the only hope 
of peace.

Dr. J. A. Rondthaler Retires from 
Normal Park Church Pulpit. 


Announcement at Close of His Sermon 
Startles Congregation.

Wishes to Regain Health.

Prior to his acceptance of the pastorate 
of Normal Park church Dr. Rondtihaler was 
pastor of Fullerton Avenue Presbyterian 
church for seven years. ‘ihe Normal! Park 
church, when he became its pastor. occupied 
an old structure at Sixty-ninth street and 
Yale avenue.

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FATHER DIES TO SAVE BABE 
FROM DEATH IN ACISTERN. 


Omaha Man, with Head Submerged, 
Holds Child Above Water Until Res- 
cuers Come, Then Drowns. 


Omaha, Neb., March 29.—[ Special. ]—Stand- 
ing in several feet of water in a cistern into 
which he had fallen with his 2 year old son 
Willie, in his arms, Morris Christiansen held 
the child at arms’ length above water until 
the babe was rescued by neighbors. For 
this devotion to his boy Christiansen gave 
up his own life, for no sooner had the child 
been lifted from his hands than he sank to 
the bottom and was drowned. 

Walking around the back yard with his 
child in his arms, Christiansen stepped into 
a thin covering over a cistern and the two 
went down. His wife witnessed the acci- 
dent and ran for help. Neighbors responded 
and found the baby above water supported 
by Christiansen's arms, his head and body 
being below the surface.

WILLE GO-TO CHATR TODAY. 


Testimony “‘Billie’’ Brown Was. Epi- 
leptic Is Held Untenable. 


Albany, N. Y., March 29.—[ Special.}]—Gov. 
Hughes tonight announced he had denied a 
reprieve for Chester Gillette, who is under 
sentence to be electrocuted tomorrow morn- 
ing for the murder of Grace, or “* Billie” 
Brown on July 11, 1906. 

In refusing the plea the governor dismisses 
this theory as “ wholly untenable,’’ and de- 
clares that “ if reason is to be our guide and 
all the established facts are taken into con- 
sideration there is no escape from the con- 
clusion that a brutal murder was committed 
and that the conviction was just.’’ 

The governor calls attention to the fact 
that previously, upon application for exe- 
cutive clemency, he reached the conclusion, 
after careful examination of the evidence, 
that there was no ground upon which he 
would be justified in interfering. ' 

Of the alleged newly discovered evidence 
he says: 

‘The theory of the defense at the trial Was 
that Grace Brown‘committed suicide. The 
theory now advanced is that Grace Brown 
was an épileptic subject and that if she had 


| an epileptic seizure in the boat on the fata! 
| day, and if during the attack she sustained 


the various injuries found and fell into the 
water, the condition of her body as disclosed 
by the autopsy might be accounted for, 

“ But this theory is wholly untenable. It 
is conclusively disposed of by the statements, 
conduct. and teetimony of Chester Gillette 
himself. If it be assumed that there was 
such a seizure and fall as might be deemed 
to account for the condition of the body it is 
inconceivable that they should have escaped 
the observation of the prisoner; and if he 
had observed anything of the sort it is in- 
conceivable that he should have made the 
statements and have given the testimony 
which appear in the record of the trial.”’

WOMAN LAUDS NIGHT RIDERS 


Governor of Kentucky Called Aid 
of the Tobacco Trust. 


GRADUATE OF CHICAGO, 


Willson Says He Will Work in Secret 
in the Future. 


Louisville, Ky., March 29.—[Special.]—A 
speech denouncing night riders at the open 
meeting called by the Law and Order league 
of Kentucky, held.at Macauley's theater this 
afternoon, brought an impassioned defense 
of the night riders by Miss Alice Loydd of 
Mason county. She denounced the governor 
and men behind the law and order movement 
and discussed the alléged iniquities of the 
tobacco trust. 

Misa Loydd was formely the head of a 
female college at Richmond, Ky., and fie a 
graduate of Chicago university. She de- 
clared the governor could end night riding 
by enforcing the laws against the tobacco 
trust. She declared that Gov. Willson, the 
leading newspapers of the state, and men 
at the head of the Law and Order league were 
all muzzled by the trust. 

Gov. Willson also spoke at the meeting and 
declared that he would be unworthy of his 
trust if he did not doall in his power to putan 
end to night riding. He said he was unwill- 
ing to order out more soldiers and he had 
determined to do as the night riders have 
done, work in secret. 

At the close of the meeting resolutions were

e entire state military forve and call for 
volunteers if necessary to protect the men 
who want to raise tobacco.

AWAIT BRITAIN’S ACTION. 


London Parliamentary Paper Ex- 
plains Latest Phases of the 
Vexing Problem. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 20.—The Rus- 
sian proposal for the settlement of the Mace- 
donian question, which aimed at giving to the 
international financial commission control 
over the police and courts of Macedonia, has 
received Austro-German approval! as to its 
general lines. The advisability, however, of 
requiring the commissioners to enter the 
Turkish state service and the formation of 
a@ local military from the peasantry to pre- 
@eerve order, 49 well as other minor points, is 
questioned. 


Much Depends on Britain. 

If Great Britain can be induced to abandon 
her demand for the appointment of a gov- 
ernor general for Macedonia the acceptance 
of Russia's scheme on the basis of restora- 
tion of the European concert is considered 
probable, but it is feared that Great Britain 
will find the Russian proposal not sweeping 
enough. 

An influential section of the Russian pub- 
lic, headed by the Novoe Vremya, is opposing 
the Russian scheme and is advocating that 
Russia cease catering for Austro-Ger 
approval and ally herself with Great Britain 
and Italy in favor of substantial reforms in 
Macedonia. 


States British Position. 


LONDON, March 20.—A parliamentary 
paper was issued tonight describing the lat- 
est phases of the efforts on the part of the 
British government to deal with the Mace- 
donian problem, It showed that the pow- 
ers, having*unanimously rejected the British 
proposals made last December for increasing 
the efficiency of the gendarmerie and re- 
ducing the strength of the Turkish forces, on 
the ground that the porte never would con- 
sent thereto, Sir Edward Grey on March 2 
sent another circular to the powers, in which 
he insisted upon the gravity of the situation 
if matters were ‘permitted to drift. 

He proposed in this circular the appoint- 
ment of a Turkish governor general, to- 


in these dispatches, and expressed the con- 
viction that united pressure of the powers 
would insure Turkey’s acceptance of the 
terms, while failure to act together in this 
matter would be a virtual admission on the 
part of the powers that the European concert 
as an instrument of reform had ceased to 
exist.

Labor Organ to Be Started at San Juan 
and a Ticket Will Be Put 
in Field.

SAN JUAN, March 29.—A convention at- 
tended by delegates from 110 unions affill- 
ated with the American Federation of La- 
bor has adopted a resolution providing for 
the establishment of a labor organ here. 

It was also resolved to place a labor ticket 
in the fleld at the coming elections and to 
form a cotUperative association, capitalized 
at $10,000, to compete with the building con- 
tractors. 

Funds will be raised by levying an assess- 
ment of 1 cent a day upon 4,000 members of 
the union for ten months. 


ANDERSEN MUSEUM OPENS SOON 


Institution in Honor of Writer of Fairy 
Tales to Be Established in 
His Birthplace. 


COPENHAGEN, March 2%.—The mu- 
nicipality of Odenze, birthplace of Hans 
Christian Andersen, has completed a collec- 
tion for the museum which will be estab- 
lished in honor of the writer of fairy tales. 
The museum, which will be located in the 
house in which Andersen was born, will 
opened April 2. Many objects obtained by 
the municipality were exhibited at the 
world’s fair in Chicago. 


RELIEF FOR STEVENS FAMILY. 


Corean Cabinet Will Donate Dependents 
of Assassin’s Victim $25,000 and 
Japan May Give $75,900. 


TOKIO, March 80.—The Corean cabinet 
has decided to donate $25,000 to the family 
of Durham J. Stevens, who was assassinated 
in San Francisco by a Corean zealot. The 
amount the Japanese government will ap- 
propriate has not been announced, but it is 
generally believed that it will amount to 


$75,000.

ATTACK ON THE OLD PARTIES : 


Renewal of His Campaign adds to 
Turmoil in Portugal. 


} 


LISBON, March 29.—The most important 


political development in the face of the ap- 
proaching elections for the cortes is the now 
openly proclaimed purpose of the party of 
Franco, the late dictator, to make a fight 
against the old“ rotative”’ parties on the one 
hand and the republicans on the other. 

When Franco fied after the assassinations 
his followers ‘seemed crushed and it was 
supposed that he had been eliminated for- 
ever. It is now apparent that from his exile 
he ie again dictating the war he waged while 
dictator, and if his followers can obtain a 
foothold it is believed -he will return to Por- 
tugal. Senhor Reymao, his minister of public 
works. ie in charge of the electoral campaign 
fund, and Franco candidates will be in the 
field in most of the districts. Their strong- 
est card is the tardy recognition of the fact 
that he was a “‘ reformer’ and that impor- 
tant steps toward purging the administra- 
tion were accomplished during his tenure. 

The various parties are busily engaged in 
organizing the campaign. The republicans 
held their first massmeeting in the open air 
today. It was attended by ten of the Lisbon 
candidates and a thousand or more of their 
constituents. 

The loyalist press invites its adherents to 
support the government because under the 
present circumstances it represents law and 
order. 


TIMES PRAISES ROOSEVELT. 


London Paper Says President’s Person- 
al Victory Is Remarkable in 
Public Life. 


LONDON, March 980.—The Times this 
morning, commenting editorially upon what 
it describes as the remarkable change which 
has occurred in the attitude of the political 
parties in the United States toward Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and his policy, says his re- 
ward for holding to that policy against all 
opposition is one of the most remarkable 
personal victories ever won in public life. 

‘There is no policy before the people of 
the United States,”’ says the Times, ** except 
his policy. Party lines have been obliterated 
an@ the three .candidates now before the 
country are politically indistinguishable. 
Their programs are all of one color, and that 
color is new in American politics. 

“That is a curious and interesting situa- 
tion. It relieves one’s faith in individual 
worth and ability, proving that under the 
most democratic forms a man may still im- 
pose his personality upon the conduct of a 
nation’s affairs.” 


NEW PLOT FOUND IN HAYTI. 


Evidence of Fresh Conspiracy Against 
Government Discovered—2,000 
Rifles Are Seized by Officials. 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, March 20.—A fresh 
conspiracy against the government has been 
discovered in this city. The leader of the 
plot, Gen. Larraque, former chief of cavalry, 
who was arrested on March 14 on suspicion 
of conspiring against the president, and who 
was released with four others on Maroh 24, 
took refuge this afternoon in the French 
legation with two other officers. 

The police have been scouring the city all 
day and have set a careful watch on al! the 
legations in order to intercept other con- 
spirators. 

The palace guards have been redoubled and 
2,000 rifles and a large quamty of ammunition 
purchased from Germany were landed today 
and taken to the palace. 


QUELL INSURRECTION IN COREA. 


Japanese Troops Reported to Have 
Crushed Revolt and Favorably 
Impressed Natives. 


TOKIO, March 3930—Gen. Okazaki, 
manding the Japanese troops in Corea, on his 
return to kio said: 

“The insurrection in Corea is practically 
quelled. Only a few bandit organizations re- 
main. The people of Corea are beginning to 
understand Japan's beneficent § intentions. 
We shall actively pursue the remaining in- 
eurgents, who are merely robbers and mur- 
derers, undeserving of sympathy.” 

Reports from Seoul the last few days are 
that there have been three separate attacks 
on the insurgent camps, in which 108 Coreans 
were killed.

On Board Urited States Steamship Leouisi- 
ana, United States Battlefleet, Punta Arenas, 
Feb. 7.—Punta Arenas is known commonly 
@s the jumping off place cf the earth. The 
generally accepted mearing of that charac- 
terization is that it is net oniy the scouth- 
ermmost settlement of any size of civilized 
people in the werld but that it is the most 
forlorn, d:eary, desolate place that any one 
could find in which to live. 

Indeed, before this fleet arrived here it is 
Prcbable that not one person in a hundred 
in the United States lrew where Punta 
Arenas was, ard those who had some vague 
idea about it had an imp:ession that it is 
ore of those reformed pena! colonies where 
the driftwood of humanity huddle together, 
tolerate cne another because they are birds 
of a feather, ard eke out « miserable 
existence in trafficking with Indians, herd- 
ing shéep, !ooting wrecks, and spending their 
epare time in low ceilirged saloons gulping 
Gown liquor that wpu:d put knockout drops 
to shame. 

Well, it isn't true.’ Punta Arenas is a 
lively city of 12,000 residents, one of .the 
best governed in the wor!d, with all modern 
improvements except trolley cars, half a 
dozen millionaires, s¢edres cf men worth 
$500.000 or more, ard society that knows 
how to wear Paris gowns as well as ary on 
eartb. 

Looks Like a Eavsas Town. 

Punta Arenas isn't pretty !n any serse and 
even the well to do are content to live ia 
One story houses with corrugated iron 
Peefs. but it is a hustling, busy place, where 
@very comfort and luxury can be secured, 
and it bas a pronounced (wentieth century 
air about it.

The erlty of the town depends upon 
sheep and furs, chiefly sheep. Four immense 
ratiching companies do business here. 

TheJargett one, the Exploration society of 
Terra del Fuego, has 1,200.000.shares, owned 
mortly by Valparaiso and Santiago people, 
but Punta Areras has 140,000 shares, of 
which Mr.. Braun owns 62,000. This com- 
pany owns 1,200,000 acres of land and its 
wool clip is nearly 6,000,000 pounds, Last 
year it had 900,000 sheep, 14,000 cattle, and 
8,000 horses on its property. Its capital .s 
$6,000,000, and last year it paid nearly 35 
pér cent in dividends. It has its property 
divided into five big ranches. Altogether its 
real estate holdings are as big as the state 
of Delaware, and nearly one-half as large 
asthe state of Connecticut. That isn't large 
éompared with the entire territory of Terra 
del Muego, but it is pretty big doings as sheep 
ranches go. Australia and Argentina can 
make a slightly better showing in the pro- 
Cuction of Wool, but, as the Punta Arenas 
people say, this country is still young in the 
business. 


Big Smuggling Center. 


Scme things, however, area little different 
in Punta Arenas from other places, because 
it is-one of the few large free ports in the 
world. One can import anything duty free 
Chile had to adopt this plan to build/the 
place up. Evén ocean freight is high to this 
far off place, Argentina had to make sev- 
éral of its neighboring ports free in con- 
sequence of the advantages of Punta Arenas. 

Some curious effects have followed, the 
most interesting of which is that Punta 
Arenas is one of the greatest centers of smug- 
gliing in the world. It is said there aré more 
Havana cigars imported into Punta Arenas 
than into all the rest of Chile put together. 
They are not consumed here. They go some- 
where. Punta Arenas doés. not begin to 
use all the millions of goods imported. A 
little figuring would show that. The out- 
side population in the territory, amounting 
to about 5,0u0, could not take care of the 
rest after the wants of Punta Arenas are sat- 
isfied. There are no less than twenty-two 
coesting steamers engaged in. trade from 
here, to say nothing about scores of sloops 
and. schooners darting in and out among 
the islands and channels that run far up 
the Pacific coast. 


Free Schools and Little Crime. 


Here is a town which has fine free schools, 
where the-Methodist mission conducted by 
the Rev. J. L. Lewis not only has a congre- 
gation of 300 but an Engiish schoo! of forty 
pupils; where the Episcepal mission has a 
congregation of 400 and a mixed school of 
100 children;.a town where there is little 
crime, and what there is is chiefly disorderly 
conduct; a place where everybody is pros- 
perous apparently, where life is sometimes 
dull, but always comfortable, with good gov- 
ernment, and where a man can stand on his 
own merits as he is and not as he has been. 

The bluejeckets enjoyed their stay here. 
Only the special first class men were allowed 
on shore; to have turned all the men of the 
fleet loose would have swamped the town, 
for there were more persons in the fleet than 
in the city. .The men who did get shore 
leave made for souvenir postal card shops 
first.’ In'a day nearly all the best cards were 
gone. The supply lasted throughout the 
Stay, but now and then one would meet a 
party of bluejackets hunting the town over 
for better specimens. So serious was this 
drain upon the town that the supply of post- 
age stampr ran out on several days.

Sailors Stock Up on Furs. 


The bluejackets then swamped the fur 
stores and spent thousands of doijlars. Fox, 
guanaco, seal, otter, alpaca, vicuna, puma— 
any kind of fur that seems to be in the mar- 
ket. except tiger skins. was to be found. 
Then the plumage of birds, ostriches, swans, 
gulis, and so on, was sought out eagerly. 
Some of the skins were fully dreseed and 
some were not, but the commonest sight in 
Punta Arenas for the six days the fleet was 
here was hundreds of sailors making for 
steam launches with great bundles of furs 
under their armas. 

Having purchased his furs and postal 
eards, Jack turned his attention to other 
things. He soon found that there were 
dozons of good sadcle horses in town and he 
promptly went. horseback riding. Scores of 
sailors could be seen galloping about the 
streets. 

Amusing? Yes, in a way, but not because 
they could not ride: Many of them rode like 
cowbeys. A large part of the young blood 
of this fleet comes right off the farms, wes‘- 
ern farms, too, and those boys know how to 
ride and handle horses. The people gaped 
at them and then took it as a matter of 
eourse that an American Jack tar couid do 
almost anything.

There was no vulgarity, no crudeness, no 
little amusing sidelights that showed that 
town had just arrived in a social way. It 
was plain that Punta Arenas knew how to 
entertain. Scores of naval! officers said they 
never saw entertainments in Washington in 
better taste.

FORCE SEATING OF SMITH. 


Clique Developed Practically All 
Republican Opposition to: : 
Aldrich Bill. 


Washington, D. C., March 29.—[Special.}]— 
Two aye and no roll calls of the senate last 
week disclosed the existence of a clique—a 
sort of combination in restraint of trade. 

These votes, which were on the. Aldrich 
bill and a proposition to seat Senator Smith 
of Maryland, also disclosed that the Chero- 
kee strip had at last come into its own. 
That isolated collection of seats shaped like 
a cut of ple, to which newly arriving and 
highly aspiring republican senators are al- 
most invariably aesigned and from which 
they meekly eye the more desirable seats 
across the chamber for at least a congress, 
hae produced a union with: La Follette of 
Wisconsin at its head. 

Older senators see danger in its machina- 
tions and they may in a few days devejlof 
a plan to find seats in the main body for 
a few young senators who show signs of 
outraging the unwritten law of the upper 
house by not following where they are sup- 
posed to be led. 


Carried the Day for Smith. 

The Cherokee strip is located on the far side 
of the democratic reservation agd comprises 
about a dozen seats designed for.the over- 
flow from the main republican-division on 
the east side of the chamber. The following 
senators are located in this ¢trip: La Fol- 
lette, Borah, Bourne, Briggs, Brown, Bur- 
kett, Dixon, Guggenheimer, and Wetmore. 

It was the Cherokee strip which last 
Thursday carried the day for the seating of 
Senator Smith, who succeeded Senator 
Whyte, and about. whose legal election there 
was doubt, owing to the short time between 
the death of Senator Whyte and the choosing 
of his successor. 

Wiseacres of the senate, led by Senator 
Burrows, voted that Smith should not enter 
until elected according to their view of the 
letter of the law, which provides that when 
a vacaney occurs as to the senatorship it 
must be filled on the second Tuesday after 
the legislature is organized. Smith was 
elected on Wednesday. 

La Follette the Leader of Clique. 

Senator Rayner contended that the pro- 
ceedings were begun Tuesday and ended 
Wednesday and were legal. 

The Cherokee strip took Rayner's view 
and, with the exception of Dixon and Wet- 
more, joined the democrats in giving Smith 
his seat. 

When the Aldrich bill was passed the strip 
delivered practically the only republican op- 
position there was to the bill. If it had not 
been for Senator Heyburn the strip would

RURAL MAIL SERVICE LAUDED.

Experts Declare It Brings Money to De- 
partment, Instead of Causing a 
Deficit, as Charged. 


Washington, D. C., March 29.—[{Special. }— 
Replying to the charge that rural delivery 
- is the cause of the deficit in the postal office, 
experts declare the service has brought 
} about an increase in postal receipts. There 
has also, it is said, been a saving of more 
than $12,000,000 on account of closing. small 
postoffices and discontinuing star routes. 

The scheme of improving the highways of 
New York state; ag contemplated by the 
fifty million bond issue, has gained the sup- 
port of the postal authorities, who see in it 
a chance for better rural service. Of the 
74,000 miles of public highways in the state 
41,116 miles are dafly traveled by 1,708 rural 
carriers at. a cost to the federal government 
of $1,549,000. a year.

It is under- 
stood that the hulk was sunk. as a resuic of 
a shell piercing the vessel below the armor 
delt. 

Effects of the bureting of high power shells 
on armor plates have been demonstrated at 
the Indian Head proving grounds.

“I heartily approve the plan to interest 
people of Chicag@ in flower gardens,’’ said 
Health Comaissié@er Evans. ‘* The city will 
be made a pleasanter and more healthful 
place to live in consequence of this movye- 
ment. It is just what is needed at this time 
to stimulate an interest in gardening and 
this isthe most favorable season of the year 
to start such an enterprise. 

“ There are thousands of places in Chicago 
which may be made more beautiful and more 
healthful by a small amount of labor and the 
expenditure of a small sum for seeds. Homes 


‘has to be carried by the workers, and neither 
contributes anything of value to the general 


” It has been demonstrated that one acre, 
which is about thirteen ordinary Chicago 
lots, will produce vegetables enough to supply 


nineteen families of six persons each, or 114 


persons. On smaller portions of ground 
much greater results have been obtained, 
So you can sée the possibilities that He in 
the thousands of unused acres of vacant lots 
in the city of Chicago. Vacant lot gardening 
has been tried in other citie@ as a means of 
helping the poor and the unemployed to help 
themselves, and with such splendid and 
gratifying results as to leave no doubt as to 
its being worthy of adoption generally. 

“In Philadelphia the Vacant Lot Cultiva- 
tion association was organized in 1897. The 
first year about 100 families were provided 
with garden patches at a total cost of about 
$1,800 for tools, seeds, and instruction, and 
these amateur gardeners produced crops 
valued at over $6.000. The only conditions 
imposed were that each applicant should 
cultivate well the land allotted to him during 
the season, not trespass on his neighbors’ 
plots, and respect their rights as to what their 
labor had produced. Failure to observe these 
canditions forfeited the right to use the land. 
During the last ten years 4,400 families have 
been assisted and many old or partially dis- 
abled people have had opportunity. to earn 
a living. During 1906, 200 acres were placed 
under cultivation in Philadelphia. and 800 
families who cultivated them raised produce 
of various kinds valued at over $40,000. 
Here are some individual instances that are 
interesting: 

“One man who had nine-tenths of an 
acre raised 30 bushels of potatoes, 4 bushels 
of turnips, 1 bushel of carrots, 9 gallons of 
sauerkraut, 150 gallons of tomato catsup, 5 
gallons of pickled beans, 100 quarts of canned 
tomatoes. 50 quarts of canned corn, 20 quarts 
of dry beans, 100 bunches of celery, and many 
other things, such as radishes, beets, onions; 
lettuce, etc. An old negro woman, just out 
of the hospital. developed a fine garden and 
supported herself by selling the vegetables 
she raised. Many of the gardens were culti- 
vated by persons who had reached an age 
when asa rule they are solely dependent on 
others for their living. 

* It was found, too, that the plan had. both 
its health and its moral value. Many in poor 
health soon grew healthy and strong. due, of 
course, to working In the open air and sun- 
shine. The effect was also equally noticeable 
in the correction of bad habits. Men who 
were addicted to drink and who abused their 
families became not only sober and in- 
dustrious but also goed husbands and 
fathers. Honesty prevailed without excep- 
tion; nothing was stolen. The gardens were 
not molested by anyone, and those who 
worked in them took the keenest interest 
and delight tn their work. In fact. the Phila- 
deliphia experiment has abundantly dem- 
onstrated the following facts: 

‘That people out of empléyment must bé

“That self-help is preferred by those who 
are in financial straits. 

“That it promotes eell-respect and self- 
confidence. @ 

“That the offering of wardens: and some 
assistance in the way of tools, seéds, and 
needed instruction is the cheapest way of

HARPER MEMORIAL 
WINDOW UNVEILED 


Career of Late President of 
University of Chicago Eu- 
logized by Friends. 


| EXTOLLED AS GREAT MAN 


Impressive Exercises Conducted 
in Hyde Park Baptist Church 
in the Afternoon. 


High tribute was paid to the memory of 
William Rainey Harper, late president of the 
University of Chicago, in exercises attend- 
ing the installment of a memorial <igar 5 
at the Hyde Park Baptist church, Fifty-sfkth 
street and Woodlawn avenue, yesterday aft- 
ernoon. Dr. Harper, before his death, was 
a member of the church. * 

His coming to Chicago and his effect on 
the city were pointed out as a divine bless- 
ing by the Rev. Dr. Frank W. Gunsaulus, 
who made the principal address of the exer- 


cises. The speaker said Dr. Harper was one 


of the greatest men of the age and was a 
master of both the past and the future. 


Real Benefactor of Chicago. 

“William Rainey Harper wae well bred— 
he belonged to the highest and noblest aris- 
tocracy,”” Dr. Gunsaulus said. ‘‘ He had a 
vast retrospection through which his mind 
worked. He stood between the past and the 
future, the master of them both. 

“He oame to Chicago at a moment at 
which only a man of genius and force could 
influence it. Here was the fact. When he 
came he was the factor. Here was the mate- 
rial, the staff, out of which something must 
be made, of which nothing could be made 
except by a certain man with certain ideals— 
his ideals. 

“ Mere stood Chicago, eaying, * I will.’ He 
taught it to say ‘I know.’ He was a divine 


gift to the city of Chicago. Chicago was the 


finest material that ever came into the 
hands of man, who in changing her trans- 
formed her according to his ideals.”’ 


Eulogized by President Judson. 

President Harry Pratt Judson of the uni- 
versity, who presided, told of the work which 
Dr. Harper had accomplished in building up 
the institution. He said Dr. ‘Harper was 4 
pioneer in education and one of the greatest 
scholare America has produced. 

The Rev. J. L. Jackson, pastor of the 
church, delivered a short address, touching 
on Dr. Harper’s affiliation with the church. 

The window dedicated symbolized the 
prophets Amos and Hosea in two panels. 
Amos is pictured with a shepherd's crook in 
his hand and Hosea with a manuscript, ad- 
dressing a multitude. Hosea is portrayed 
as a young man, contrary to most concep- 
tions of the biblical character. The window

SCORES THE EVIL OF DIVORCE 


The Rev. W. M. Foley Declares 
Mormonism Is to Be Preferred. 


EXPLAINS ENGAGEMENT LAW 


Written Agreement Will Be Only One 
Recognized by Church. 


“ Mormonism ie more pleasing in the sight 
of God than divorece,’’ said the Rev. Wiliam 
M. Foley of St. Ambrose’s Roman Catholic 
church in a sermon yesterday morning on 
the marriage laws recently promulgated by 
the pope. 

‘* Mormonism does not make as terrible and 
insidious an attack upon the sanctity of 
the home as does divoree,”” continued the 
priest. “ The Mormon, if he has three wives 
maintains three homes and rears his chil- 
drem with parental care. Divorce wrecks 
every home jit touches and causes more im- 
morality, unhappiness, and irreligion than 
does the sin of polygamy.” 

The new marriage regulations were read 
in the churches of the archdiocese a week 
ago and the explanations of them were con- 
tinued by most of the pastors yesterday. 

The first section in the decree requires that 
engagements to be considered binding by the 
church must be tn writing, signed by both 
parties in the presence of two witnesses. 

“ The laity may not recognize the bearing 
of this law,”’ he said, * but itis no uncommon 
thing after the bans of marriage have been 
published for some one to come to the priest 
and ask that the marriage be forbidden be- 
cause of the prior engagement of one of the 
parties to some one else. 

“The situation thus produced is difficult 
to handle and likely to resuit in tnjustice 
to one party or the other. It is obvious that 
it is cleared up by the new laws Under 
them if one person has become validly en- 
gaged to another he or she cannot be mar- 
ried im the Catholic church ageinst the 
wishes of that person.”’

Among the speakers who addressed crowds 
of from 50) to 600 were City Treasurer J. E. 
Traeger, State Senator Edward J. Rainey, 
and Anton Cermak, secretary of the United 
Societies and alderman of the Twelfth ward. 

Mr. Dunne declared all public officials sent 
to the penitentiary at Jollet for defrauding 
ee sama were republicans. He said in 
part:: 

“ Four republicans have been caught steal- 
ing the public money. In the past ten 
years you cannot find a democrat who fas 
been unfaithful to the trust imposed upon 
him by the voters who elected him to office. 

“The difficulty is republicans stick to- 
gether. One was sentenced to Joliet, but 
his political friends made desperate efforts 
to save him and, after failing, escorted him 
to prison. Another republican crook was 
pardoned by the governor. Mayor Busse 
went to the penitentiary to bring him back 
to Chicago. H democrats stick together we 
can carry everything before us.

PENNANT IS TO FLY APRIL 22 


Cubs Will Hoist National League 
Emblem at First Local Game. 


WORLD'S FLAG COMES LATER. 


New Decorations at West Side Park 
Give Prominence to Nickname.

The Cub’s second consecutive National 
league pennant will be hoisted to its place on 
the west side flag pole on April 22, when the 
world’s champions are scheduled to open 
their season here with Cincinnati, and the 
remodelel plant will be thrown open to pub- 
lic inspection for the first time. The later 
date for christening the world’s pennant 
has not been decided by President Murphy. 

The construction work on the stands has 
been completed, but decorative details will 
be eontinued until the opening of the sta- 
son. In the decorations the team's nickname will 
be made prominent by the extensive use of cub 
bears. Two life size cement figures of ‘bail play- 
érs are to adorn the roof of the club's office and 
underneath the bay window of the office, appar- 
ently supporting it, will be two life sized bears in 
cement. Inside the grounds the newel posts of 
the stairways also will be sculptured cubs. 

In addition to the enlargement of the old grand- 
stand and the great increasé in the number of 
reserved seats and boxes, already detailed in an- 
nouncements of the improvements, the arrange- 
ment of the bleacher stands has been changed. 
The 2 cent stand in deep left center has been 
enlarged to occupy the space in front of the play- 
ere’ clubhouse, filling the previous gap there and 
necessitating the removal of the score board else- 
where. 

The narrow section of quarter seats under “ The 
Tribune's ’’ sign has been included in the 50 cent 
accommodations and is joined to make one stand 
with the right field bleachers. New dressing 
rooms have been provided for the umpires and 
more commodious quarters for the visiting play- 
ers. Another improvement that will be appre- 
ciated is the replacing of the former steep climb 
into the grandstand by a broader and longer 
stairway.

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LIABILITY BILL UP TO SOLONS 


La Follette-Sterling Measures Go 
lo Congress This Week. 


KNOX ACT IS DISTANCED. 


Committee to Make House Instrumeut 
Apply Only to Interstate Roads. ° 


Washington, D. C., March 29.—[Specia!.]— 
An employers’ liability bill, designed to ef- 
fect a measure to take the place of the law 
recently deolared unconstitutional by the 
Supreme court, will be brought into both the 
senate and the house this week, and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will have the satisfaction of 
seeing the second of the legisiative enact- 
tnems recommended in his recent message 
put on the way and given a start. 

** Some sort of a financial measure,”’ which 
the recommended, is already past the senate 
and on its way to the house in the form of the 
Aldrich bill. 

The senate committee on education and 
labor will report the La Follette liability 
bill to the senate early in the week. The 
powers that rule the house have ordered that 
an employers’ liability bill shall be placed 
on the calendar before April 6. The house 
committee on judiciary is accordingly huSst- 
ling to report out the measure it has been 
considering. which is the bill introduced by 
Represengative Sterling of Illinois, a coun- 
terpart of the La Follette bill. The La Fol- 
lette-Gterling bill has the backing of organ- 
ized railway labor, having been largely writ- 
ten by its attorneys. 


Knox Bill Outdistanced 
The Hability bill introduced in the senate 


by Senator Knox, which was referred to the | 


judiciary committee, seems to have been 
outdistanced by the La Follette bill, and un- 
less the subcommittee of that committee 
pulls itself together and recommends a re- 
port, it will serve only as a substitute on the 
floor of the senate in the hands of those who 
are not pleased with the La Follette bill. 

It differs from the La Follette bill princi- 
pelly in its description of common carriers 
to be affected by law. Mr. La Follette 
copied the wording of the recent interstate 
commerce law in describing carriers to be 
affected, while Mr. Knox expressed the mat- 
ter In one terse sentence. Mr. La Follette 
also sets out at length persons and their kin 
to whom the roads will be Hable for injury. 

Senator Borah, member of the senate com- 
mittee on edycation and labor, which is 
headed“by Senator Dolliver, has been cham- 
pioning Senator La Follette’s interests before 
the committee. 

Had it not been for sharp insistence on the 
part of Borah and Dolliver the measure 
would long ago have been thrown out of the 
education and labor committee on the ground 
that it was a bill only proper for the judiciary 
committee to consider. 


Concession as to Insurance. 

With the same insistence, and with the 
aid of the democratic members of the com- 
mittee, they are about to ret a favorable 
report. They. have yielded, however, to the 
objections as to attorney's fees and private 
insurance and relief benefits. 

Provisions whereby these shall be recog- 
nized will be stricken from the bill when it 
goes to the senate. 

In regard to the insurance feature, where- 
by, according to the bill, a carrier may set 
off against a verdict for damages such sum 
as it has contributed as insurance or relief 
i benefit, the house judiciary committee is con- 
sidering the advisability of making it apply 
only to such insurance benefits as are recog- 
nized by. state law. 

Prof. Emil Freund of the University of 
Chicago recently caled upon Chairman Jen- 
kins and expressed the hope that such a 
provision might be made, saying that what 
was probably a successful attempt was be- 
ing made in Illinois to have the state legis- 
lature pass a law recognizing Insurance and 
benefit fund regulations of certain classes 
of corporations, and that it would be a good 
thing to have such payments deducted from 
Habilities incurred under the national lia- 
bility act 

The house committee will remodel the 
@escription of common carriers in the Ster- 
ling bill by making the act apply solely to 
interstate. railroads. 

This will exempt coastwise and lake steam- 
ship lines and steamboat companies.

Banker Believes Business Will 
Continue on Up Grade. 


MORE CONFIDENCE IS FACTOR 


Evidence of ‘Returning Sobriety’’ 
in Executive Affairs Seen. 


[FROM THE NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL 
LEADER.] 


NEW YORK, March 29.—{Special.]—In 
giving his reasqns last week for his belief 
that the turn had come in the financial sit- 
uation a banker of international prominence 
put in the first place the accumulating evi- 
dence of wide reaction from the historical 
pursuit of business enterprise of every kind 
under way for three years or more culmi- 
nating in the fanatical legislative measures 
of last year. 


This careful observer of affairs supported 
his main argument as to the return of 
healthier conditions with reference to the 
pleasing progress whith the winter wheat 
has thus far made; tlie excellent conditions 
under which we are approaching the plant- 
ing of other crops, an@the more cheerful 
aspect worn by the political situation, for 
he is among those who consider Mr. Taft as 
certain of nomination and of election, and of 
possessing courage to conduct the presidency 
independently if chosen to it. 


Evidence of Sobriety Seen. 

While allowing due weight to these and 
other factors in the situation, however, the 
greatest stress was placed upon the various 
and conclusive indications of returning 
sobriety on the part of those in _ office, 
whether legislative or executive. , 

Good crops and the election of an able and 
conscientious president are things much to 
be desired, of course, but they are after all 
subordinate in a way to confidence which 
must embrace ali business in the sense of 
justice and fair play of anation. This con- 
fidence is now returning.

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_ Optimists Gain Reeruits. 


Country as a Whole Regarded as Be- 
ing Really on the Upturn. 


Nothing at the end of the week indicated 
abatement of the bull sentiment which ex- 
ists among large interests in New York. 
Instead of the feeling of optimism growing 
less there is reason to believe it is stronger. 

There is also evidence that improvea sen- 
timent is not limited to Wall street. It is 
gradually spreading, and the New York 
market is broadening. As a basis of bull 
enthusiasm there are low prices and the 
efforts of the president to restore public con- 
fidence and improve business. With the na-. 
tional edministration favorable to a revival 
and with basic business conditions faverable 
there is good reason for the wave of optimism 
which is spreading over country. Should 
the crops promise to be gaod there will re- 
main nothing to prevent a recovery of prices 
in harmony with money markets and. the 
general underlying prosperous conditions of 
the country. : 

It is almost taken for granted among mar- 
ket interests that the two political conven- 
tions practically will determine who the next 
president will be. Merely to record a situation, 
it appears that financial interests are prac- 
tically of one opinion, that the candidates 
will be Taft and Bryan. Already it can be 
noted that even in quarters where the pres- 
ident has beer most bitterly regarded antag- 
onism toward him is subsiding and good will 
developing toward Mr. Taft. Should, there- 
fore, the nominee of the republican conven- 
tion be the candidate named. there will be, 
according.to business interests. a final lifting 
of all distrust, while the markets and the in- 
fluence which they have on business senti- 
ment will make for a big trade revival. 


Railroad Interests Bullish. 


It is understood that large western ral!- 
road interests are growing decidedly bull- 
ish on the situation. They are willing to dis- 
count’ what they believe will be the course 
of events. The Herriman railroads, it is 
said, for instance soon will be in the market 
for railroad equipment. The Illinois Central 
is to have its needs financed, and in the mean- 
time temporary aid has been furnished. The 
western country as a whole did not suffer as 
the east, and with the change for the better 
in the east, having to move but half way 
across the continent, the country as a whole 
is regarded as being indisputably on the up- 
turn. ~ 

The market for bonds, especially of the 
higher grades, has not been active. There is 
reported, however, a gocd demand for cor- 
poration issues. paying a high interest re- 
turn. It is probable investors have become 
so accustomed to hign money rates that 
they are unwilling to accept at this time a 
low interest return. 


Local Money Market. 


The Chicago money market’ shows no 
change. Rates rule from 5 to 6 per cent, with 
the greatest volume of business at 5% per 
cent. The policy of the banks is still to run 
strong in cash resources. Good borrowers 
find no difficulty in bcing accommodated, 
but it is still not easy for the other kind to 
obtain accommodation. 


Chicago Stocks. 


In the Chicago market there was strength 
in Chicago Telephone shares. After reachk- 
ing 120, however, the offerings were fairly 
liberal and the price did not advance above 
that point. 

Strength also was shown in American Can 
preferred and Commonwealth Edison. The 
former apparently followed the improvement | 
in New York. 

The traction stocks in their new form of 
“ participation certificates ’’ presently will 
come on to the local market and should form 
the basis of active trading. There will be 
four series of certificates with a wide range 
in market quotations, affording opportunity 
so far as prices are concerned for specula- 
tion.

The efforts of the advocates of an official 
inspection law must now revert to the sev- 
eral bills for the grading and certification of 
grain that are before the committees. i 


Clause Is Knocked Out. 


federal inepection, inserted the following 
clause in the agricultural appropriation bill, 
as a supplement to the paragraph on grain 
laboratories: 

“Such grades, when so fixed, to become 
the official standard for the grading of 
grains.”’ . an 

Although Mr. Pollard of Nebraska and 
Chairman Scott of the agricultural commit- 
tee fought hard for. the maintenance of the. 
provision, it went out_on a point of order, 
Congressmen Madden dad Mann of Illinois 
lending their efforts for its defeat. 

Mr. Mann, in his remarks of dissension, 
took oecasion to report « controversy he had 
with officials of the department of agricul- 
ture when the Chicago board of trade last 


established there. 


Mann Shows His Ire. 

Mr. Mann explained that ne had last year 
raised a point of order zgainst the same 
language that had been inserted“In the bill 
this year. ‘ 

“The striking out of that lauguage,” said 
he, “has in nowise affected tne department 
in making the investigation which it desires 
to make, and which the country desires to 
have made. 

“The only effect that I xnow of that it 
had anywhere was that when the Chicago 
board of trade, which belie, ed in inveetiga- 
tion, asked to have one of isnese grain labor- 
atories established at Chicago. 

“They were told by some of the impudent 
and impertinent officials of the department 
that there could be no iaboratory estab- 
lished at Chicago because Mr. Mann had op- 
posed the provision on the floor of the house.’’ 


Secretary Is “‘Exorferated.” 

Mr. Mann explained that he believed that 
such a statement did not meet with the ap- 
proval of the secretary; and that he had at a 
later time satisfied himseif as to this point 
in correspondence with the secretary of agri- 
culture. who said that debate in which he 
took part was not directed at all to the ques- 
tion which the department was investigating.
